JAMES FENIMORE COOPER 


AMES|RENIMORE COOPER 
J born orieptember 15, 1789. in 
Burlington ‘New Jersey has been 
aptly called the first great Amer 
ican novelist When about one year 
old he and his family consisting 
Of, eleven other children moved to 
Otsego Lake. New York There 
his father Judge Witham Cooper 
bought 2 | tract of land and 
parceled 6 to settlers in sections This 
land came to be known as Cooperstown in 
his honor 

At the age of eleven. James was sent to 
school at Albany and two years later entered 
Yale He was dismissed from Yale when he 
was sixteen for playing the boyish prank of 
experimenting with “un-powder and almost 
succeeding in blowin, up a classmate’s room 

Young Cooper's. adventuresome spirit then 
took him to sea as "a member of the U S 
Navy in which he became commissioned as 
midshipman two years later 

After his father's) death. Cooper, retired 
from the Navy married, and settled down, to 
@ quiet domestic hfe itWestchester, New 
York During an evening at.home. Cooper 
Ehiirled the book he was reading” to the floor 
and declared that he could write ‘better 
fovel than the one he had discariled “En- 
couraged by his wife. Cooper wrote a aovel 
of English hfe that was so poor that it tem 
poranly Biscouraged-al) literary ambitions he 
had Cooper's friends urged’shim to change 
the setting ef his book trom the unfamuhar 
Enghsh, locale to-his native American. scene 
This advice was followed and the result was 
THE SPY which met with immediate pub- 
he acclaim 

Having found his mght medium. Cooper 


went to work and two years ‘Jeter. 
in 1823. THE PIONEERS” was 
published Using THE PIONEERS 
as @ basis, there followed THE 
LAST OF THE MOHICANS. 
THE PATHFINDER. THE 
DEERSLAYER. and THE PRAI- 
RIE These constituted the 'Leath- 
erstocking’ tales dealing with the 
doings of the internationally Known 
wocdsmdn. Natty Bumppo 
During a diseyssion with some friends as 
to the merits of Sir Walter Scott’s THE 
PIRATE, Cooper maintaified that a man who 
had actually served before the mast could do 
@ better job of writing a sea story To prove 
his point. Cooper wrote THE PILOT. which 
became the first successful novel of sea life 
written by en American In the same. vein. 
there followed THE RED ROYER. THE 
TWO ADMIRALS, an WING AND WINQ, 
all successful but never quite as popular as 
hus tales of early Americana 


Iny,1826, Cooper wentabroad and remained 
OWethe continent of Eurdpe almost seven 
years, during which nme fefwrote THE 
BRAVO 


After his return-to this country, he became 
quite an irritable man He was greatly dis- 
turbed by the Enghsh and European writers, 
ameng them Charles Dickens. who were’ crit- 
icizing America for its crudeness and by the 
Americémg.for evoking this cmticism. 

In Novembef 185}. James Fenimidre Coo- 
per came to » qdiet end on his estate near 
Cooperstown. New York. It was after mis 
death that Cooper's name rose to great 
heights jfethe hterary ‘world—a position thet 
it has he® to this day

LMOST every one of us, at 
Some time or another, has 
had an X-ray takén. On first see- 
ing the awkward, weird-looking ma~ 
chine that takes the picture, we are 
apt to be frightened. But after the 
doctor has reassured us that it will — 
not hurt and we get into position 
' for the picture, we begin to marvel 
at this wonderful invention that 
sees inside our bodies. 

“Who discovered the X-ray? How did it 
happen? How does an X-ray machine work?” 
we ask ourselves as we listen to the whirling, 
finding noise coming out of the machine. 
But then, the doctor tells us the picture has 
been taken and as we leave, we vow to find 
out more about this marvelous discovery that 
has saved untold thousands of lives. 

We are surprised to learg/thet X-ray is noj 
the proper name for this p ating beam @ 
light. It is really the Rod ray, name 


this unsurpassed aid? 

Wilhelm Konrad Roentgen was born to g 
wealthy family in Lennep, Germany/6n 
March 27, 1845. Sent to the best elegf€ntary 
schools in Holland, he later rogefed his ad- 
vanced training in Switzerland, graduating 
with the degree of Doctor of Science from the 
University of Zurich in 1869, 

Roentgen became a teacher of physics at 
the leading German 
universities, and it 
was while he was a 
professor of physics 
at Wurzburg in 1885 
that he made his mo- 
mentous discovery. 

While experiment~ 
ing with the way 


electricity acted as it passed through 
certain gases, he had been using a 
vacuum tube from which all’ the 
air and gases had been exhausted. 
He had just sent a charge of elec- 
tricity through the copper wires ex- 
tending in the tube, and deciding to 
rest for a few moments, put the 
tube in a black c: ard box. 

Mf A paper scre covered with 
P'atinocyanide, happened to be lying near the 
box. Roentgen was surprised to see that when 
he covered the box, thie screen became fluores- 
cent; that is, the light frorn the tube passed 
through the bex and through the screen.

The X-ray'souses were Tnhiee ey 
Roentgen gave his discovery to the world. 

In 1901, he was awarded tye Nobel Prize 
for physics. Butthe 
greatest honor of 
all was to have the 
name of the won- 


derful, mysterious
